1. Captain RUSTOM KHUSHRO SHAPOORJEE 
OHANDHI (X) 

Indian Navy. 

Captain Ruslom Khushro Shapoorjee Ghandhi was the flag 
Captain of the Western Fleet during the operations against 
Pakistan in December 1971. Despite continuous threat of 
enemy air and submarine attacks, Captain Ghnndhi, through 
his inspiring leadership, kept the Units of the Western Fleet 
that were under his command threatening the approaches to 
Karachi continuously. It was as a result of this action and 
by the attacks carried out by these units off Karachi that the 
entry' of ships into the port of Karachi was denied to the 
enemy. He thus contributed in no small measure to the 
success of the operations. 

Throughout, Captain Rusfom Khushro Shapoorjee Ghandhi 
displayed gallantry, leadership and devotion to duty of a high 
order. 

2. Captain MANOHAR PRALHAD AWATI (X) 

Indian Navy. 

Captain Manohar Pralhad Awati was the Commanding Offi- 
cer of the Indian Naval Unit of the Eastern Fleet during the 
operations against Pakistan in December, 1971, Throughout 
the period of operations, he was called upon to operate within 
enemy waters where there was constant danger to his ship 
from enemy mines and submarines. Undeterred, lie carried 
out continuous probes into the enemy defended harbours in 
Bangladesh and inflicted heavy damage on the enemy. During 
the blocade, he attacked and captured three enemv ships 
carrying contraband goods. He also gained a submarine 
contact and pressed home an attack with treat vigour which 
possibly resulted in destruction of /damage to the submarine. 

Throughout, Captain Manohar Pralhad Awati displayed 
gallantry, leadership and devotion to duty of a high order.

Inspector in charge of the undertrlals opened the door of 
the lock-up for escorting one of the prisoners to the lavatory, 
some of the extremists standing outside opened fire 
on him from the court compound as a result of which he was
